public^  to  determine,  in  cafe  cf  a  difpute,  in  favour  of  ihe^j- 
;  others  were  dcco) -ducks  to  entice  novices  into  private 
uliy  ;  cilicis  were  hard  drinkers,  eight  boltle'iuen,  who  drank 
ilic  picrc.Vj  drunk  at  ]  tijper  times  ;  otheis  were  money-lenders 
to  men  of  fortune  who  were  out  of  4 .;d:  ;  by  which  mean^  aB 
the  ieverities  of  the  law  were  evaded,  as  riiefe  loans  were 
made  according  to  the  firiJicil  rules  ;  others  were  note-dif- 
counters  ;  and  otlicis  the  bullies  and  fighting  men  upon  all 
cccafions.  A  few  of  ihele  real  characters  will,  perhaps, i  nof 
he  difagreeaLie  to  your  readers. 

Tom  Kafy  was  the  Ton  of  a  gentleman  of  fmall  fortune  xn 
Ireland,  who  dying  when  he  was  youiig,  the  dilfipation  of  that 
uav  nation  foon  hurried  him  into  fuch  extravagancies,  that 
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fldur  of  pay  that  was  due  to  him,  and  repairing  to  Spa^  he 
was  lurli  v  enough  to  win  at  pharaoh  about  five  hundred  pounds 
NViiii  this  he  came  over  to  England,  and  was  not  wilhouc 
hopes  of  making  his  fortune  by  marriage,  as  his  perfon* 
thoui:h  not  handfome,  was  agreeable,  and  his  addrefs  particu- 
lirly  engaging  ;  »dd  to  this,  that  being  naturally  generous,  he 
rji.ired  no  expence  to  pleaie  the  ladies,  and,  moreover,  his  dreis 
and  ap^>caraucc  were  always  magniheent.  But  before  he  had 
Iranicd  any  connexion  with  the  fair  fex,  he  fell  into  the 
iliitches  of  the  family^  who  fleeced  him  of  every  fliiiling.  Tom 
M  as  A  ioldier  of  fortune,  and  finding  his  fituatioii  defperate,  he 
e.i!ily  firnioiinteJ  fomc  fcruples  of  confcience,  and  was  iiicor- 
parated  into  the  fociety.  Tom  Ealy,  though  he  lived  by  play, 
was  ignorant  of  almoft  every  game,  except  thofe  of  chance  ; 
and  therefore  never  touched  a  card,  or  fcarce  ever  playc:d  for 
a  Ihiliing.  His  forte  lay  in  drinking.  When  Tom  had  drank 
a  111*  jd  pigeon  into  a  right  mood,  he  left  him  to  the  reft  of  the 
Uiniily  for  plucking. 

Jack  xMountaiii  was  a  native  of  the  fame  kingdom;  but  eve- 
rv  feature  of  his  charac^ter  was  different  from  Eafy’s.  He  was 
bred  a  clergyman,  having  received  a  claflical  education,  and 
liad  a  fafte  for  literature  and  polite  reading.  Upon  his  arrival 
in  hlngland,  he  obtained  a  chaplainlhip  in  an  Englifh  regiment, 
v\  liicii  ferved  in, Germany  the  laft  war,  and  was  prefent  at  the 
glorious  battle  of  Minden. 

Alountain  had  a  natural  itch  for  play,  and  would  often  game 
he  iniift  be  convinced  he  had  little  or  no  chance  to  win- 
lie  had,  however,  Tome  kno’^dedge  of  moft  games,  and  his  va¬ 
nity,  which  w'as  not  a  fmall  ingredient  in  his  cotnpofition, 
prompted  him  to- think  his  judgment  very  deep.  He  has  teen 
known  to  play  wdth  a  life-guartifinan,  and  lofc  a  hundred 
pounds  ready  money  to  him;  when  his  antagonift,  had  he  been 
the  fn tferer,  could  not  have  raifed  as  many  (hillings  to  have 
kept  hiinfclf  from  Newgate.  In  this  manner  he  fell  a  facrl- 
Jlce  to  the  family  ;  but  as  he  had  qualities  that  might  be  ve¬ 
ry  beneficial  to  them,  they  fupplied  his  wants,*  which  were  not 
fmall,  and  pointed  out  his  department.  Jack  Mountain  was 
the  bell  calculated  for  a  decoy-duck  of  any  one  that  was  ever 
initiated  into  the  family.  He  had  a  melodious  voice,  was  hap¬ 
py  in  his  choice  of  words,  foft  and  perfuafivc  in  his  manner,  a. 
complete  niafter  of  that  kind  of  rhetoric  which  influences  the 
p.iilions,  by  allowing  them  the  moft  ample  gratifications  ;  add 
to  this  his  knowledge  of  books  and  men,  united  to  a  comely  fi¬ 
gure,  had  no  fintll  influence  upon  thofe  he  laid  in  wait  fori 
Jack^s  oily  tongue  may  be  faid  to  have  greafed  the  wheels  of 
the  equipages  of  the  whole  family  for  more  than  iwo  yeara  ;

for  though,  like  count  BafTet,  they  rolled  upon  the  four  tees, 
they  \verc  apt  to  be  clogged  without  fuch  a  (kilful  driver  is 
]ack  Mountain. 

The  fame  addrefs  and  logic  that  prevailed  with  the  men, 
could  not  fail  performing  execution  when  pointed  at  the  vani¬ 
ty  of  ihe  frail  fex.  though  clerical,  had  more  intrigues 

and  mini  cffes  than  any  other  member  of  the  fociety  ;  and  iho’ 
he  ^Ya.'^  fuccefsful  in  his  amours,  being  iiaiiirally  of  a  generous, 
expenfive  difpofition,  his  engagements  of  this  kind  brought 
many  heavy  drafts  upon  the  trealury  of  the  family  ;  which 
v/cre,  liowever,  always  honoured,  as  he  was  fo  uieful  and  bene¬ 
ficial  a  member  of  the  fociety. 

Jac  k  iMountain  entertained  very  high  notions  of  honour,  and 
did  not  think  his  cloth  a  fuflicient  apology  for  putting  up  with 
an  affront  when  pointed  at  him.  He  had  fonahi  feveral  duels, 
and  been  iliot  through  the  coat  and  the  hat,  but  he  never  yet 
had  been  wounded.  A  difpute  he  had  with  a  genllcmaii  at 
play,  produced  a  challenge,  when  Jack  was  wounded  with  a 
piltol-ball  ill  the  groin,  of  which  lie  died.  Alas,  |K>or  Jack 
^Mountain  I  thy  lofs  will  long  be  deplored  by  all  the  family ! 

J’ompey  is  a  character  of  a  diftinc^t  clafs  to  either  of  the  for¬ 
mer.  No  one  underflands  fio-ures  and  calculations  better  than 

O 

Pompc\  ;  lie  was  bred  to  trade,  but  finding  a  convenient  Icwp- 
hole  to  flip  into  a  bankruptcy,  and  perceiving  he  fliould  gain 
more  by  that  one  llnike  than  purfuing  trade  for  fourteen  years, 
lie  fliUi  up  liis  fliop  and  his  books,  and  judicioufly  commenced 
p;eKl lci::an.  Being  pofTeflcd  of  a  considerable  fum  in  ready 
money,  atid  well  acquainted  with  the  viciffitudes ^  liot  io  fiiy 
chicanej  ic f  of  commerce,  he  refolved  to  have  nothing  more  to 
do  with  -fair  ;  hut  having  a  natural  itch  for  money- 

gettinp,  and  beirig  unwilling  to  let  his  cafii  lie  idle,  he  com¬ 
menced  what  is  called  a  money-laker  at  lord  Mordington^s 
paniino-tahle  in  Covent-garden.  A  vioiicy-taker  was  a  perfon 
who  coultaiillv  attended,  and  was  obliged  to  accept  of  all  belts 
effered,  upon  liaving  one  hole,  wliich  vvas  called  the  bar-hole, 
at  roulette,  t'r  E.  O.  in  his  favour.  This  was  fo  confiderable 
an  advantage,  that,  in  the  long  run,  it  was  fure  to  entitle  them 
to  the  jull  apellation  of  money-takers.  Whilft  this  table  con- 
rliMied,  Poinprv  was  a  very  great  painer,  not  getting,  upon  I 
mode  rate  cc>niputaiion,  lets  than  fifty  pounds  a-week.  "Wben 
ibis  gairiing  honfe  was  TupprefTed,  Pompey  had  a  new  vocation 
t  >  purfuc  :  lor  as  he  had  vet  clone  everv  thiiiff  by  calculitKHii 
where  that  had  no  influence,  his  genius  vvas  at  a  (land,  ne, 
noN^  ever,  loon  found  opportunities  of  making  acquaintance wi^b 
the  Ikiilul  at  games  of  addrefs,  and  by  lending  money 
i.crdy,  but  expert,  and  hedging  olf  his  betlsU»y 
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tl*c  other  player,  he  found  his  account  in  this  kind  of  com- 
:!urcc.  He  had  at  one  time  all  the  tennis  and  billiard-markers 
in  (  jiiilant  pay  ;  and  being  by  this  time  perfe(ftly  acquainted 
iviiii  the  theory  of  thele  games,  he  knew  how  to  make  a  match 
i  /r  his  deputies,  to  the  bed  advantage. 

An  opjiortunity  foen  oifered  for  his  being  admitted  one  of 
li  e  jamiiv  ;  it  had  been  a  very  fcarce  fealbn  for  pigeons^  and 
li'.fir  expences  at  the  different  watering-places  and  horle-races, 
1)  id  been  very  great  ;  which,  added  to  lome  unexpedted  drafts, 
o!  them  to  have  recourfe  to  a  good  marly  for  a  fupply  of 
(  iIIj.  Poinpey  was  known  to  be  rich,  and  though  a  novice  in 
iiM'ir  inyileries,  to  have  amaifed,  in  a  few  months,  by  dint  of 
jid  vine  lit  and  addrefs,  a  very  condderable  fum.  He  Hdened 
to  ihe  ])iopofal,  and  aflided  them  with  the  money  required, 
fils  labours  were  now  at  an  end  :  he  was  only  a  by-ftander,  a 
01  the  perfon  that  was  to  give  the  balance  of  weight 
metal,  vvliich  is  always  fure  to  prevail. 

Poinpey,  grown  grey  in  knavery  and  chicane,  boalls  of  his 
infamies,  and  aferibes  that  to  genius  which  was  partly  the  ef. 
of  artifice  and  chance.  His  efcaping  a  halter  he  confiders 

a  niafler  piece  of  policy — But  let  him  remember  C - s*s

]Many,  and  of  various  kinds,  are  the  plans  I  have  formed  for  the 
benefit  of  the  community  ;  but  the  fear  of  being  thought  An¬ 
gular  (perhaps  mad)  has  hitherto  reftrained  me  from  bringing 
any  of  them  into  public  view.  However,  I  declare  I  can  now 
hold  no  longer;  this  is  an  age  of  patriotifm,  the  fiame  has 
caught  me,  and  I  lhall  burft  if  I  do  not  eafe  rnyfelf,  at  lead  of 
one  of  iny  projects,  by  communicating  it  to  the  world.  It 
nearly,  very  nearly,  concerns  the  lives  and  health  of  my; coun¬ 
trymen,  a  circiunilaucc  which  makes  it  of  fuch  moment,  that 
I  /lioiild  ihink  mvfelf  culpable  in  concealing  it  any  longer. 

I  am  fenlible  the  improvements  in  medicine  have  beefi  of 
late  years  very  wonderful ;  virtues  have  been  difeovered  m 
plants,  which  no  one  could  have  conceived  any  idea  of;  and, 
by  the  aid  of  chymiftry,  fpecifics  have  been  found  for  every 
difeafe,  that  iias  afllicted  mankind  fince  the  age  of  the  patri¬ 
archs,  nay,  fiiue  the  creation  of  the  W'orld,  or,  iL  polfible,  be¬ 
fore  it.  W^licn  we  attentively  confider  this,  can  WC  help 
wondering  at  the  in^hlcnce  of  the  people  who  will  have  the 
obftiuacy  to  die,  in  fpite  of  thofc  friends  to  the  hM**'*R 
(the  i]aa(I:s  and  empricks)  who  arc  continually  holding  out  to 
them  tl;e  means  oflilV?  Are  not  linclures,  ajid  eflencc% 
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proffered  blellings,  and  madly  lay  down  an  exUlencei  which  for 
a  few  guineas  they  might  have  prolonged  to  as  long  a  date^*as 
they  thought  proper?  This  infatuation  would  not  be  believed^* 
had  we  not  the  proofs  of  it  under  our  own  eyes;  but  they  are' 
too  (hong  and  clear  to  admit  of  being  controverted.  \Vc  (ee 
people  die — we  abfolutely  fee  people  die  almoft  every  day  a- 
round  us :  nay,  there  are  fome  who  fcruple  not  to  affirm,  that 
whereas  (bine  centuries  (ince,  when  the  fcience  of  medicine 
wanted  many  of  its  prefent  improvements,  phyficians  did  hot 
kill  above  four  in  live  of  the  pcrCbns  they  had  the  care  of,— 
nov\'  that  (b  many  difeoveries  have  been  made  in  it,  as  (liould 
render  death  a  fort  of  prodigy,  they  a^ually'  difpatch  out 
of  the  world  not  lefs  than  ninety-nine  in  a  hundred,— nay, 
that  one  might  bet  three  to  two  even  againft  the  odd  one.— 
Surely,  if  this  is  true,  there  muft  be  a  fault  fomewhere. 
Klther  doctors  do  not  difpenfe  their  medicines  properly,  or 
patients  are  unwilling  to  take  them,  'Or  the  dnigs  themfelves 
are  not  quite  fo  efficacious  as  they  are  pretended  to  be.  Tlo 
iuiiie  one  of  the(e  caufes  it  mull  be  owing  that  this  kingdom  is 
not  ])eo|)led  with  a  race  of  mortals  as  far  advanced  in  years  as 
Swil't^s  StruldbruggSf  but  with  not  one  of  their  many  infirmt* 
lies. 

Now,  an  idea  has  (fruck  me,  which  I  think,  if  adopted^ 
would  bid  fair  to  make  us  rival  the  Antideluvians  in  length  of 
vears,  and  the  fabulous  deities  of  antiquity,  in  exemption  from 
all  forts  of  pain  or  ficknefs.  Indeed,  my  feheme  llriket  at  the 
root  of  the  prefent  pra<flice ;  for  it  would  not  only  make  every 
man  his  own  phyfician,  which  of  courfe  excludes  the  faculty  ; 
but  as,  in  my  preferiptions,  there  does  not  enter  any  one  drug 
that  is  or  ever  was  in  being,  a  numerous,  wealthy,  and  ufe- 
ful  fratei  nity,  who  form  at  prefent  a  neceflary  appendage  to  the 
medical  tribe,  would  become  likewife  a  fort  of  redundancy 
ill  the  commonwealth.— But,  if  upon  a  fair  and  candid  ex¬ 
amination,  the  plan  1  have  to  propole  b  found  to  be  of  general 
utility,  I  apprehend  none  will  be  fuch  bad  patriots,  or  Co  in¬ 
different  to  the  welfare  of  their  fcUow-fubjeJflf,  as  to  to 

it  merely  on  account  of  its  being  eventually  hurtful  to  one  or 
two  particular  profeflions,  however  confiderable. 

^'ou  will  wonder  what  this  univerfal  fpecific  or  panacea  «ii 
lie. — It  is  READING.— Not  .indeed  in  the  curibry,  fuperfictal, 
inifccllaneous  manner  that  people  ufoally  readj  merely  for  en¬ 
tertainment,  and  to  pa(s  away  the  time;— but  by  rule  and  me¬ 
thod,  according  to  the  indro^ioDS  which  I  intend  fhortiy  to 
lay  before  the  public  in  a  fifiall  work  of  fix  folio  volumes,  lobe 
publiffied  by  rubfeription  in  the  faffiionable  way  of  weekly 
numbers. 
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By  a  little  analyfis  of  my  fcheme,  which  I  (hall  fohjmc  to 
this  letter,  you  will  immediately  fee  how  amailogly  cooduciYe 
it  mud  prove,  if  carried  into  execution,  to  the  health  of  thefe 
kingdoms.  It  will  al(b  (which  is  an  additional  recomaenda* 
tion)  manifedly  advance  the  intereds  of  literature;  for  by  thii 
means  1  am  perfuaded  that,  to  ufe  the  words  of  the  poet, 
Thofe  will  read  who  never  read  before, 

And  thofe  who  always  read  will  read  the  raoie/^f 

Were  all  mankind  learned,  1  would  make  all  the  various 
languages  of  mankind,  and  all  the  books  Written  in  themlmy 
difpenfatQry\  but,  as  this  is  not  the  cafe,  and  that  I  have  the 
intereds  of  my  fellow -fubje<ds  peculiarly  at  heart,  I  Oiall  con¬ 
iine  myfelf  in  my  preferiptions  to  I^glidi  books,  with  here 
and  there  a  flight  intermixture  of  ingredients  from  French  Ik 
terature,  as  the  people  of  this  country  are  in  general  pittty 
converfant  in  it. 

I  ftiall  jud  exemplify  my  plan,  by  laying  before  your  readen, 
in  the  remainder  of  this  letter,  a  few  of  lay  literary  receipts 
for  (bme  common  illnedes. 

My  method  of  curing  jaundice  is  extremely  fimpk;  itis 
well  known  that  this  disorder  is  no  more  th,an  the  fteieg 
things  in  a  wrong  light;  and  as  it  is  not  lefs  certain,  that  allef 
ns  Engliflimen  are  more  or  lefs  politicians,  and  mod.  violeoily 
attached  to  party-prejudices  of  fome  kind  or  other,  my  remedy 
ihall  ])oint  to  this  our  conditutional  turn.— None,  1  believe, 
will  pretend  to  deny  but  that  this  is  our  peculiair  and  national 
malady ;  fa<^^s  v/ould  too  dubbornly  contradi(5i  him :  one  Ibr 
iiidancc  will  be  a  mod  violent  republican,  while  another  wiM  not 
l>e  lefs  drenuoiis  for  monarchy;  the  one  will  applaud  Uceo- 
tioafnefi  and  call  it  liberty,  the  other  will  judify  arbionry  pi'o* 
cecdiiigs  and  call  them  legal  exertions  of  power*  T<^ithe 
former,  I  would  order  a  few  pages  taken  at  random  from  toy 
part  of  Hiune^s  Hijhry  of  the  Stuarts  ;  to  the  latter,  I  wojdd 
give  an  equal  dofe  of  Afrj  Macaulay^ s  iV^rk  on  the  feme  ferieii 
either  would  prove  fb  drong  an  antidote  to  a  perfem  of 
oppolite  principles,  that  it  would  loon  make  him  feet  dlWfi 
and,  indcad  of  blindly  efpouflng  either,  keep  a  rational  mefip* 
between  the  excefles  of  both.  '  - 

For  an  indigeflioHy  I  would  recommend  a  fmall  portlllt  jyf 
Burnefs  Hiftory  of  his  o'lvn  time*  It  has  been  long  a-dW^ 
what  this  ilovenly  work  could  be  good  for  ^  and  I 
felf  that  my  ingenuity  in  finding  any  lore  of  ufe  for 
be  overlooked,  I  have  found,  by  frequenc  experjen^j^P^* 
the  wretched  manner  in  which  it  is  wultesSy  the

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plirafes^  vile  Englifh,  Vulgar  cxpreffions  and  nonlenfc  With 
which  it  abounds,  operate  altogether  moil  wonderfully  aa  a 
mit,  and  will  therefore  ferve  to  throw  off  with  the  grettcft  ' 
eaie  any  load  that  may  happen  to  be  on  the  (lomach*  If  it 
fliould  have  worked  fb  violently  as  to  give  an  head^ch,  and 
render  relt  abfblutely  neceflary  afterwards,  take  half  a  Sermon 
(fo  it  be  not  Auerbury^s,  Sherlgck*^^  or  Sterne^sJ,  and  it  will 
])rol)ably  have  the  defired  effe<fl;  but,  if  it  fhould  fail,  two  or 
three  726 ws-paper  poems,  or  a  Angle  modem  ode  will  infallibly 
lull  the  patient  into  a  moA  fweet  flumber. 

If  you  would  give  a  purge,  the;  following  compoAtion  is  ad-^ 
inir.ible  for  that  purpofe.  Of  dedications  half  a  (core,  one  ad* 
drejs  to  the  throne  (being  all  caA  exa<Aly  in  the  Aime  mould, 
and  all  confiAing  of  the  fame  ingredients,  no  choice  as  to  any 
particular  reign  or  place  will  be  ncceAary),  with  a  few  manu« 
liiipt  letters,  if  they  can  be  procured,  /rotn  any  of  the  inferioy. 
dcriry  to  the  bi/hops  their  patrons.  Read  them  rapidly,  (other- 
wife,  indeed,  you  will  never  be  able  to  get  through  them), 
and  yon  will  Ax)n  And  their  iuAnuating  un<5luous  Aile  open 
yo:tr  body  gently  and  cffc(fluall/.-- after  them  four  or 
live  leaves  of  Burnet  on  the  thirty-vim  articles  ;  this  very  ufo- 
fill  work  has  often  waAied  down  a  moji  bitter  pill,  and  will 
tliereforc  be  of  ufe  with  the  above  medicine,  if  it  Aiould  prov» 
very  diAkult  to  take. 

For  the  ajlbma  ;  if  not  violent,  take  Ax,  but  if  very  bad, 
take  twelve  A^ntences  of  Clarettdon^s  hiftory  of  the  rebellion  s 
don't  let  the  length  of  them  alarm  you,  or  damp  your  relblu- 
tion,  but  read  each  as  quick  as  pofAble  from  begiimmg  to  end| 
you  will  And  yourfelf  terribly  fatigued  by  it,  but,  at  every  rc» 
petition,  your  breathing  will  grow  caAer,  add,  by  the  time  you 
can  make  a  Aiift  to  get  through  one  of  thefe  periods  without 
Uoj)ping  to  recover  your  wind  the  way,  you  may  look  upoit 
your  cure  as  in  a  manner  atcompliAied. 

For  a  fever,  if  it  be  aguiAi,  and  attended  with  a  lowneAi  of 
fpirits,  the  beA  thing  1  can  think  of  for  raiAng  them  is  a  feene 
or  two  ofShakefpeare'sFalftaff,  any  of  Moliere^sProfe-Comedies, 
and  fomc  even  of  tbafe  in  verfe  ;  fome  of  FarfuhaPs  Piays,  or 
(if  they  Aiould  not  be  at  hand)  a  comedy  or  0,  farce  of  CoUnan^s. 

If  the  fever  be  a  raging  one,  it  will  then  be  ncceffary  to  lower 
the  fpirits  ;  for  this  purpofif,  I  would  recommend  the  love» 
feenes  of  Mr  Addifotfs  Cato,  Steele^ s  confeious  lovers,  or  aU 
nioA  any  French  tragedjt  at  random  ;  of  thelSr  the  laft  aS^  will 
always  anfwer  the  end  the  beA,  as  it  never  fails  of  containing 
an  exceeding  hmg  recital,  which  has  the  ffocA  compofing  .effiit 
that  can  be  imagined*  If  thefe  remedies  fliould  failof  the  in¬ 
tended  efl^,  wiiich  wiU  feldom  happen,  take  three  or  four  of 
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the  love-feenes  in  any  French  comedy^  the  beft  not  fxceptcd'r 
their  trigiditv  will  immediately  bring  the  blood  out  of  its  fer-’ 
vid  date.  If  the  people  about  the  patient  fhould  be  at  a  loft 
to  find  ihefe  fccnes,  (through  their  not  being  converfant  with, 
the  French  ftage),  I  can  give  them  a  very  eafy  and  clear  di- 
rec^ion  to  them,  having  often  inylelf  felt  their  blefTed  effe^  • 
the  names  of  the  men  in  them  are  always  VtiUre,  Dorantc,  or 
Clitnndre  ;  and  of  the  women  Mariane^  Jngeiiqu^^  or  IfakelU^ 
To  com  pleat  the  cure,  1  would  advife  the  reading  of  a  whole 
comedy  of  La  Chaujfee^s,  or  any  of  his  fucceflbrs,  in  what  is  u. 
fiially  called  Le  Genre  larmoyunt^  or,  which  will  come  to  the 
fame,  one  of  the  three  or  four  little  novel  jlortes^  that  have  ap¬ 
peared  thefe  two  feafons  pall  on  our  own  theatres,  under  the 
title  of  comedies.  As  thefe  plays  are  known  to  raife  no  paflion 
of  any  kind,  their  infipidity  will  keep  the  mind  in  a  fw’eet  fe- 
rene  tranc]uiiruy,  and  prevent  the  polfibility  of  a  rclaple. 

Madnefs  is  of  many  foits,  and  the  different  fpecies  of  it 
fliould  be  treated  in  a  dillerent  method.  For  religioiu  ox  fuper- 
fiitious  madnefsy  I  w^oiild  recommend  Bayle  above  all  other 
authors.  Except  the  patient  has  a  great  deal  of  fenfe|  or  none 
at  all,  the  doubts  which  this  writer  caffs  upon  every  thing, 
will  effc<ilually  get  him  free  from  religion,  and  thus  ffrike  at 
the  very  root  of  the  difeaie  :  as  a  pieparativc  before  adminU 
ftering  this  remedy,  JValpole^s  hijtoric  doubts  may  be  of  ufe  in 
teaching  the  rudiments  of  fcepticifni  in  general,  which  Bayle 
w  ill  (hew  afterwards  how  to  apply  and  reduce  to  pra<^lkc.— 
The  Fr^ch  authors  of  the  prefent  time,  Roujfeau,  Diderot, 
d'  Ale7nhert ,  and  above  all  Voltaire,  will  be  of  marvellous  ufe 
in  this  dillcmper.  If  either  a  large  dofe  of  one  of  them,  or  a 
mixture  of  the  whole  is  taken,  the  fick  perlon  will  hardly 
know'  what  to  believe,  and  will  never  after  run  much  haufd 
of  being  bigot  ted  to  any  religious  opinion.  f 

For  political  madnefs t  it  will  be  lufficient  to  keep  all  nev3S^ 
papers  and  magazines  like  poifon  from  the  affiicled,  and  not 
let  hiin  come  w  ithin  fifty  yards  of  a  coffee-houfe,  obftrvii^  to 
ply  him  at  the  fame  lime  with  pamphlets  written  (no  matter 
at  what  period)  on  the  minijlerial  fide  of  the  queftidB,  sni 
w  ith  French  trads  on  government,  or  fome  of  the  many  fnB 
fame  complimentary  poems  to  Levels  the  fourteenth  in  the  hft 
century  ;  the  flavifii  tenets  defended  and  adopted  in  all  theff 
will  foon  root  out  all  the  patient^s  enthufiailic  notlofis  of  liber* 
ty,  and  make  him  quite  cool  aud  eafy  on  that  head. 

There  is  another  fpecies  of  this  dilbrder,  called  Ptufied 
madnefs t  brought  on  ufually  by  a  violent  fondnefs  for  ItaBea 
cornpoUtiOn  ;  this  will  beft  be  cured  by.  its  antidote  French  rtta* 
fic,  the  abominable  noife  and  difonance  of  which  will  fiw 
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t  *  ' 

the  alllicled  perfon  entirely  out  of  conceit  with  any  thing  that 
h.ts  evfii  the  name  of  niulic. 

For  lovc-n:adncfsy  take  of  a  modern  romance  or  novel  twelve 
of  Kanelagh  or  Vauxhall  fongs  four,  of  the  correfpon^ 
iLfue  of  Henry  and  France feven letters  ;  jumble  all  thefe  to« 
gctlier,  and  the  compound  will  have  a  mixture  of  flatnefs  and 
iucioiiliiefs  that  can  hardly  fail  of  carrying  off  the  difeafe^  by 
}  lit  ling  one  out  ot  humour  with  the  caufe  ot  it. 

As  1  fear  I  have  already  trelpafled  on  the  patience  of  your 
rcciuei  s,  the  above  iketch  of  my  plan  mull  fuffice  for  the  pre« 
knr  ;  but,  if  I  Hnd  that  it  is  not  difapproved,  you  may  per* 
h  ips  hear  from  me  again  on  the  fubject.

inventors  of  new  expref&ons  being  no  more  infallible 
I-  than  the  people  who  adopt  them,  the  etymology  of 
'vords,  and  compofed  phrafes,  may  as  well  perpetuate  an  error 
a  truth,  and  thb  error  fallening  on  our  mind  in  our  tender 
ye.irs,  will  be  the  more  contagious. 

We  all  fee  the  dew  lodge  on  the  plants;  but  as  we  do  not 
fee  how  it  comes  there,  it  would  be  quite  as  natural  to  com- 
])are  it  to  perfpiration  as  to  rain,  and  opinions  would  at  lead 
be  divided,  were  not  the  latter  opinion  fupported  by  long  pre¬ 
judice.  The  generality  of  people,  and  even  the  learned,  who 
are  not  verfed  in  natural  hiitory,  lx>th  alike  look  on  dew  as  va- 
jiours  formed  into  drops  falling  from  the  fky.  Thb,  however, 
is  a  miHake  which  may  eadly  be  cleared,  only  by  putting  a  re¬ 
ceiver  over  the  grab  in  a  dewy  night*. 

W  hat  furprizes  me  here  is  not  that  men  have  been  mifta- 
i^en  ;  error  is  the  lot  of  human  nature  ;  but  it  is  the  univerla- 
lity  of  this  midake,  and  the  obdinate  adherence  to  it,  even  af^ 
ter  the  truth  of  the  matter  has  been  fo  manifedly  dilcovered, 
that  every  one  may  convince  himfelf  of  it  with  his  own  eyes. 
How  conies  it  that  there  is  but  one  opinion  on  thb  fubjeid  a- 

mong 

•  ohjeCfion  of  d  frhttd  of  mine  makes  it  necejfar)  to  txflain  fmftlf  more 
futlj;  lam  fur  from  denying  that  fogs  iffning  fnm  the  earth  do  not  have  drags 
of  the  tree  through  which  they  gafs  ;  all  I  affirm  is,  that  thefe  drags  da'  mot  defeend, 
hut  rife  from  the  earth  and  the  giants  ;  that  the  amt  fide  af  the  receiver  heimg  a  little 
v;ettedf  is  ov*ing  to  tbofefagj.  That  dew  afeends  infiead  af  defeemding,  is  fiffieiemt- 
Ij  evinced  by  the  giants  which  had  been  covered,'  being  as  wet,  and  even  more  fa  than 
thofe  which  remained  in  the  agem  air :  a  fisll  firanger  eanfirmotian  af  it  is,  that 
they  are  no  foarter  uncovered  th.in  gnrt  af  their  dew  fiies  affi  os  a  mifi* 
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mong  all  thofe  who  make  no  experiment,  and  arc  unacqiniiit« 
ed  with  phyfics;  and  this  happens  to  be  the  wrong  opinion  ?  It 
is  not  oiir  Tenfes  which  deceive  us;  we  fee  drops,  but  there  arc 
drops  of  fwcat  as  well  as  drops  of  rain.  They  who  are  abroad 
in  the  country  all  night,  w'hich  is  more  often  the  cafe  of  the 
inferior  clafs  than  men  of  letters,  never  perceive  any  thing  of 
this  fnppofcd  rain.  Was  there  any  thing  more  natural  than 
to  attribute  to  the  drops  on  vegetables  the  fame  origin  as  to 
thofe  which  proceed  from  our  body  ?  This  humidity,  when 
on  glares  and  on  Hones,  was  erroneoufly  attributed  to  tranfpi.' 
ration  ;  and  when  the  ftatucs  of  gods  happened  to  be  thus  hu- 
meclatcd,  fii  peril  it  ion  cried  out  a  portent  !  a  prodigy  !  How 
came  this  moillurc  to  be  accounted  an  exudation  w’here  there 
was  none,  and  no  fuch  thing  to  be  thought  of  \vherc  it  really 
is  ?  1  mean  in  the  vegetables,  the  nature  of  which  is  much 
nearer  a-kin  to  us  than  that  of  glalfes  and  Hones.  About  day¬ 
break,  when  the  dew,  after  having  been  very  copious,  is  evapo¬ 
rating,  country-men  and  Hiepherds  fee  fogs  rifing  and  notTal- 
lins;.  The  German  name  for  thefe  mills  Hiews  their  relation  | 
to  dew  (Thauwolken,  dew-clouds),  and  thus  dew  Hiould  rather 
be  looked  on  as  a  gift  from  the  earth  than  from  the  (ky. 

1  hat  this  error  has  (pread  lo  very  much  is  the  fault  of  the 
lanixuatres  in  which  it  was  firH  introduced.  We  have  heard 
Irani  our  childhood  of  the  dew  of  beanjen,  the  dev)  falls ^  as  we 
have  heard  fiy,  the  flonCy  the  wall,  the  window  gives:  Now, 
it  Mill  be  no  eafy  matter  to  reprefent  to  ourfelves  as  afeending 
M’hat  we  have  all  our  life  been  iifed  to  conHder  as  falling,  efpe- 
cially  if 've  have  made  no  enquiries  on  this  head.  I  have  ever 
found  divines  pertinacious  in  defending  this  miHake,  and  only 
becaufe  they  meet  with  thefe  exprelhons  in  feripture  ;  that  is 
enough  for  them,  juH  as  if  the  Hebrew  people  had  never  (poke 
a  word  but  whnt  M  as  infpired,  or  as  if  the  prophets  writing  m 
that  language  had  not  been  obliged  to  make  ufe  of  popular  ex-  . 

}  rcilious  ;  they  feem  not  aware,  that  our  naturalifts,^  th<)ligh 
they  knoM'  belter,  retain  thofe  cxprcHions  to  avoid  the  imputa¬ 
tion  of  pedantry.

It  was  not  till  the  middle  of  the  fixteeuth  centu* 
i\ ,  tliat  the  falfity  of  that  opinion  began  to  be  feen  into,  and 
liiat  ill  Italy  manna  was  found  to  be  no  more  than  a  gum  ex¬ 
uding  from  plants,  trees,  and  bufhes,  on  being  pierced  by  cer¬ 
tain  in  feels. 

1'hc  Jews  in  Jefus’s  time  went  ftill  farther,  making  this  er¬ 
ror  a  handle  to  difparage  the  miracle  of  the  multiulication  of 
\hc  loaves.  7 hey  fiid  unto  him,  what  fign  (hewefi  thou  that 
r.’t  niav  fee  and  believe  thee  ?  What  doeji  thou  produce  ?  Our 
jiUJ.'crs  did  eat  manna  in  the  defat  t\  as  it  is  written ^  he  gave 
d)cni  bread  from  heaven  to  eat.  Nothing  is  more  true  in  phy- 
llcs  than  the  Saviour’s  anfwer,  verily^  I  fay  unto  you, 

that  the  bread  which  Mofes  gave  you  came  not  froni  heaven* 
Now  (oiild,  or  would  Clirift  have  denied  it,  were  the  Hebrew 
piirafc  10  be  underllood  in  its  literal  fenfe  ?

I  Hoi‘E  the  ancient  kingdom  of  Scotland  will  not  be  offend¬ 
ed  with  an  admirer  of  her  virtues,  who  is  about  to  compare* 
her  with  the  modern  kingdom  of  Norlh-America.  The  for- 
nicr  may  be  likened  to  a  virgin  at  her  full  age,  who  being  pof- 
h  iild  of  a  fair  inheritance,  actuated  by  reafon,  and  defirous 
‘*f  peace,  fecurity,  and  a  happy  offsjiring,  hath  wedded  hcrfclf 
to  a  rich  and  powerful  neighbour;  and  confequently  joined 
his  intcreft  with  her  own.  The  latter  is  a  girl,  entering  into 
her  teens,  heirefs  to  immenfc  pofTeffions,  who  will  be  tempted 
to  flirt  with  the  whole  herd  of  political  fops;  aad,  perhaps, 
tnay  choofe  the  lead  deferving  for  a  partner;  or  elfe  may  pine 
away  in  a  fop-blowm  celibacy ;  whereas  her  guardians,  if  they 
are  attentive  to  their  duty,  will  rather  think  of  marrying  her 
he  limes  into  their  own  family. 

“  Allegory  apart,  1  beg  leave  to  fubmit  my  opinion,  whether 
the  American  colonies,  and  the  kingdom  of  Ireland,  ought  not 
to  be  incor|K)rated  (both  of  them)  with  Great  Britain,  without 
delay?  and  whether  they  arc  not  intitled  10  as  many  of  the 
twenty-five  articles  of  union,  as  arc  fuiud  lo  their  refpetflive 
(ircumnanccs? — Can  >vc  fuppofe  that  our  inveterate  enemies 
the  French,  nay,  the  whole  Roman  pale,  are  Co  blind  cs  not

What  has  fince  expelled  them  Scotland,  bat  the  arms  of 
Great  Britain  exerted  under  a  parliamentary  union?  and  what 
but  an  equitable  and  parliamentary  union  can  prevent  North 
America  from  llruggling  fora  rational  independency?  and  may 
not,  nay  will  not,  our  enemies  avail  themfelvesof  any  (Iruggle; 
perhaps,  to  our  deflrucTtion?  Were  I  an  American,  1  woulci 
endeavour  an  union;  were  I  an  Irifhman,  I  would  i^git;  as* I 
am  an  Englifliman,  I  pray  for  it.  '  ‘ 

And,  furely,  there  is  no  difficulty  in  the  affair.  Is  it  not 
in  the  power  of  the  crowm  to  efFec"t  it?  Has  not  his  majedy  a 
right  to  the  advice  of  the  whole  community;  and  is  he  not 
able,  jointly  with  his  parliament,  to  call  to  this,  his  great 
council,  additional  reprefentatives,  upon  an  equitable  plan; 
who  may  thence  forward  be,  and  continue,  one  with  the 
whole? 

The  feafibility  with  refpetfl  to  Ireland,  has  already  been 
proved,  in  times  which  are  not  without  inflrutftive  examples. 
And  fuppofe  (which  I  mention  with  entire  iubmi(lion,"and 
only  to  excite  a  better  and  more  rational  feheme),  fuppofe,  I 
fay,  under  the  bleffing  of  providence,  a  limited  number,  viz* 
thirty  or  forty  refpec^table  perfons,  from  the  feveral  provinces 
and  capital  towns  of  America,  and  a  fuitable  number  from  Ire¬ 
land,  were  now  called  to  the  Houfe  of  Commons;  and  -one 
third  of  that  number,  to  be  alfo  limited  by  parliament,  were 
called  to  the  Houfe  of  Lords ;  and  every  one  meet,  as  -there  js 
no  doubt  they  W'ould,  upon  an  honed  plan ;  what  Frenchman, 
nay,  what  demon,  could  obdruct  an  union,  or  blaft  the  profpe- 
i  ity  of  united  empire  ?  ,  .  °  n 

As  the  matter  now  dands,  are  w  e  not  a  jumble  of  difeor- 
dant  atoms,  in  a  of  dale  primeval  chaos,  without  form,  and  void 
even  of  the  tird  principle  of  civil  exidence,  which  is  unity  of 
commonwealth  ?  But  when  that  darknefs  which  feems  to  dwell 
upon  the  face  of  onr  deep,  ffiall  be  fcattered  by  the  breath  of 
Wifdom  ;  will  not  truth  and  order,  and  the  all-benigiiaBt  fun 
of  liberty  hard  forth,  and  actuate  the  mafs?  Arc  not  civil  and 
religious  liberty  the  fun  of  the  rational  world,  which  bath 
been  cclipfed  by  the  magicians  of  the  earth,  in  its  progrefi  to 
the  wedern  hemifphere?  and  (hall  w  e,  who  have  been  bleflfed 
with  a  gonial  ray,  confent  to  fpread  the  horrid  veil  on  the 
face  of  a  new  world,  planted  by  our  own  children,  W’atered 
with  our  own  blood,  and  ready  to  burd  forth  into*  a  mod  ft*’ 
grant  fpring,  with  all  its  hopeful  train  of  blcffings?

Nay,  were  we  tofoppofr  France  and  Spain  in 
a  (late  of  freedom,  (which  may'  one  day  be  the  cafe);  what 
would  they  be,  meafured  againft  the  united  kingdoms  of  the 
Britidi  Idands,  and  North  America?  Is  not  nature  againft 
Fiance  and  Spain?  Is  not  their  fituation  againil  them?  and  do 
not  fac^ls  enable  us  to  fay,  that  with  regard  to  empire,  their 
liar  is  let,  to  rife  no  more,  if  virtue  be  not  wanting  on  our 
part?"'

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**  XT  the  feet  have  nearly  as  little  excrcife  on  horfebackf  as 
when  the  body  is  in  perKeA  reft.  They  have  only  that  kind* 
of  tremulous  motion  we  have  juft  taken  notice  bf»  and<which  is  fo 
very  iiiconfidcrable,  when  compared  to  the  great  adlion  of  progrcftlon ' 
th?.t  it  does  not  merit  the  fmalleft  attention.  They  will  cvcn  be 
found  to  be  injured  by  this  exercife ;  for  thd  weight  of  the  blood^^ 
between  the  feet  and  the  heart,  is  not  only  continually  prefling  upon 
tne  cohcfions  in  the  feet,  as  it  always  does  when  the  body  is  perpendi*^ 
cular,  but  this  weight  is  alfo  conftdcrably  augmented  by  the* force  of 
the  concullion  from  the  fteps  of  the  animal,  which  bears  down  upon 
the  cohefions,  according  to  the  greater  or  IcfTcr  motion  the  animal 
excites. 

‘‘  As  riding  ftrengthens  the  vital  organs,  fo  it  ncceftarily  prbduccs* 
flrnuger  and  fuller  cpntradlions  in  the  heart.  Hence  it  impels  the 
Inood  agiinft  the  cohering'  arteries  of  the  extremities  with  greater 

force. 

**  The  ftomach,  indeed,  is  enabled  to  perform  more  copious  digef-' 
tions ;  but  this  only  tends  to  iucreafe  the  lize  of  the  body,  aud  furoifti 
too  abundant  fupplies  of  iluids  to  the  parts  which  arc  already  in  a* 
S’,  cat  ft  ate  of  relaxation  ;  16  that  a  cohering  artery  in  the  foot  is  ap* 
proaching  to  the  point  of  feparation,  even  while  the  body  is  moft  in. 
health.  Riding,  therefore,  only  ftrengthens  one  half  the  body,  by 
which  means  the  other  is  expofed  to  greater  injury. 

No  circumftance  has  been  lefs  noticed  than  thisi  and  it  is  evident 
none  requires  a  more  particular  attention.  Every  part  of  a  healthy 
body  gives  a  proper  rellftance  to  the  powers  of  the  heart,  and  cannot 
be  injured  by  the  momentum  of  the  blood*  But  the  cafe  is  dilferenc 
m  an  arthritic  conftitution.  Many  parts  of  the  body  arc  here  weaker* 
than  others,  and  arc  therefore  liable  to  be  injured  by  the  lealt  in-- 
creafe  of  the  powers  of  the  heart.  For  this.reafon  thclo  powers  ought*' 
not  to  be  increafed,  unipfs  the  weak  joints  are  at  the  fame  time 
ft'cngthcDcd  by  proper  motions.  If  the  parts  of  voluntary  motion  are 
exerted,  the  powers  of  the  vital  organs  arc  nccclTanly  increafed  1  on 
the  contrary,  the  powers  of  the  vital  organs  may  be  increafed,  when 
the  parts  of  voluntary  motion  can  receive  little  beneilt* 

“  Many  fatal  confequences  may  follow  an  improper  attention  to 
this  inequality  of  rellftance  in  the  various  parts  ot  a  relaxed  habit* 
As  riding,  therefore,  chiefly  benefits  thofc  parts  of  the  body  which 
arc  moft  in  a<ftion,  fo  it  Ihould  only  be  ufed  when  fuch  parts  are  dif* 
cafed.  For  this  reafon,  when  the  arms  have  been  attacked  in  the 
paro.xyfm,  they  will  receive  great  rejief  from  thU  excrcifflu  1  kno^XA 
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a  pcntlemau  who  always  rides  a  hard  trot  whenever  he  feels  the  gout 
coming  into  his  hand^  and  never  fails  from  preventing  its  continuing. 

When  the  gout  has  been  in  the  knees,  ankles,  or  fcet,  the  per- 
fon  Hiould  be  for  ever  attempting  to  move  thefe  parts;  for;  he  will 
much  fooncr  recover  their  mobility  by  thefe,  than  by  any  other  Bteuis.’ 
He  \cill  prevent  the  contridlion  or  (hortnefs  of  the  mufcles  ;  ah  incon- 
\enie:)ce  which  is  apt  to  remain,  when  the  attacks  of  this  difeafe  have 
been  in  the  mulclcs.  He 'will  likcwifc  promote  the  abforption  of  the 
([auU,  which  produce  the  fweilingi  and,  by  carrying  them  milk 
ajuicipate  the  relaxation  of  ihe  fibres  immerfed  in  theni. 

We  fiippofc,  that  the  firft  attempts  to  motion  arc  attended  with 
confidcrahle  pain  ;  but  they  will  foon  become  more  eafy,  if  perfercr- 
«  d  in.  Tlie  pnient  muft,  however,  be  very  careful  not  to  overad  hit 
part  ;  for  il.c  vclTcIs  arc  fo  diftended  by  inflammation,  and  their  ner¬ 
ves  fo  irritable,  as  to  make  the  joint  very  liable  to  another  paroiyfin* 
It  the  dilficulty  and  pain,  however,  increafe  very  much  after 
motion,  it  fhould  be  intermitted,  or,  at  lead,  be  ufed  with  greater 
caution.  If  the  patient  is  obliged  to  interrupt  bis  motion,,  he  (houJd 
renew  it  in  a  few  hours  aftcrw’ards,  or  the  following  day;  for  hy 
pei  fevering  in  gentle  attempts  of  this  kind,  to  recover  the  ufe  of  the 
part,  he  will  certainly  at  lalf  fucceed.** 

Roman  History, ihe  Foundation  of  the  City  ofRouv.  tothe 
DcJtruSiion  cf  the  IVepent  Empire,  By  Dr,  Goldsmith* 

W'E  have  fcle<51ed  as  a  fpccimen  of  this  work,  part  of  tbeffth 
chapter  of  the  fird  volume,  which  treats  of  the  affairf  of  the 
Romans  from  the  creation  of  the  Decemviri  to  ^e  extinftion  of 
that  olHce,  and  concludes  with  the  iiitereding  dory  of  Virgmfat,  the 
daughter  of  Virginius,  a  Centurion,  which  is  as  fbllows; 

“  Apptus  (one  of  the  Decemviri)  fitting  one  day  on  bis  tribanl  to 
dilpenfe  jufiicc,  faw  a  maiden  of  exquifite  bcanty,  end  aged 
about  fifteen,  pafling  to  one  of  the  public  fchools,  attenefed  by  t  ma¬ 
tron,  her  nurfe.  The  charms  of  this  damfel,  heightened  by  all  the 
innocence  of  virgin  modedy,  caught  his  attention,  and' fixed  bit  beirt* 
The  clay  following,  as  die  pad,  he  found  her  dill  more  beautiftil  rfnn 
helove,  and  his  bread  dill  more  inflamed.  He  now  therefore  rcfohtd 
to  ohtiin  the  gratification  of  his  palTion,  whatever  (hould  bethtcon* 
feque.jce,  and  found  means  to  inform  himfclf  of  the  virgin’t 
fuinily.  Her  name  was  Virginia.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Vbgioi* 
us,  a  Ceiiiui  ion,  then  with  the  army  in  the  field,  and  had  been  eon- 
tratfted  to  Icilius,  formerly  a  tribune  of  the  people,  who  had  igre^ 
to  marry  her  at  the  end  of  the  prclcnt  campaign.  Appias  at  ^ 
folved  to  break  this  match  and  to  ernmife  her  himlelf ;  but  thtf'Uwiw 
the  twelve  tables  had  forbidden  Patricians  to  intcrnratTy -with 
Plebtiapf,  and  he  could  not  infringe  thele,  as  he  waf  the  coador  Of 
them.  Nothing  therefore  remained  but  a  criminal  enjoymcilt,  whicb>

And  having  vainly  tried  to  corrupt  the  fidelity  of  her  nurfe#  helUfl 
rffouTle  to- another  exi>cdierit,  ilHl more  guilty.  He^ pitched 
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CUuoiliA,  who  had  been  long  the  mioiftQr  of  his  pinafores,  to’af* 
ierc  tlut  the  beautiful  maid  was  hblUvey  and  Co  reftr  cbecauleto' 
hi^  trihiinal  for  decilion.  CUudioi  behaved  exiiSly  according  to  hie 
in!tra6tioiw ;  for,  entering  into  the  fchool  where  Virginia  wa»  playing 
a  nor.^,  her  Female  compauians,  he  feized  upon  her  ae  hta  property, 
?.nd  was  going  to  drag  her  away  by  force,  but  waa  prevented  by  the 
people  drawn  together  by  her  criea.

My  expofed  his  preCendnns.  He  allerted  that  fhe  was  bom- in  hiS'houle,' 
ot  a  ftnnlc  flive,  who  fold  her  Co  the  wife  ofVirgiaius,  who  was 
biiien  :  That  he  had  feveraJ  credible  evidences  to  prove  the  truth  of 
v;!ut  he  fa  Id  ;  but  that,  until  they  could  come  together,  it  was  but 
r*.M(oiul>ie  that  the  dave  ihould  be  delivered  into  his  cudody,  being' 

proper  rntftcr,  Appius  feemed  to  be  Itruck.  with  the  julKce  of  his 
cliiin«);  he  obferved,  that  if  the  reputed  father  hhnfelf  were  prelent, 
hr  niight  indeed  he  willing  to  delay  the  delivery  of  the  maiden  for 
foi^e  time,  but  tliat  it  was  not  lawful  for  him,  in  the  prefent  calc, 
to  detain  her  from  her  lawful  mailer.  He  therefore  adjudged  her  to 
Chudius,  as  his  Have,,  to  be  kept  by  him  tiU  Virginius  Ihould  be  able 
to  prove  his  paternity.  This  (entence  was  received  with' loud  cla¬ 
mours  and  reproaches  by  the  multitude ;  the  women  in  particular 
came  round  the  innocent  Virginia,  as  if  willing  to  protcfl  her  from 
itcr  judge’s  fury,  while  Icilius,  her  lover,  boldly  oppo fed  the  decree, 
and  obliged  Claudius  to  take  refuge  under  the  tribunal  of  the  Decem¬ 
viri.  All  things  now  threatened  an  open  inliirredfion,  when  Apphit, 
fearing  the  event,  thought  proper  to  lufpend  bis  judgment,  till  the 
arrival  of  Virgiuius,  who  was  then  about  eleven  miles  from  Rome 
with  the  army. 

The  day  following,  however,  was  hxed  for  the  trial,  and  in  the 
mean  time  Appius  fent  letters  to  the  generals  to> confine  Virginius,  as 
his  arrival  in  town  might  only  ferve  to  kindle  (edition  among  the 
people.  Tbele  letters,  however,  were  intercepted  by  the  Centurton*s 
friends,  who  fent  him  down  a  full  relation  of  the  defign  laid*  agaioft 
the  liberty  and  the  honour  of  his  only  daughter.  Virginius,  upon  this, 
pretended  the  death  of  a  near  relation,  got  permiliton  to  leave  the 
vamp,  and  flew  to  Rome,  infpired  with  indignation  and  revenge.  Ac¬ 
cordingly,  the  next  day  he  appeared  before  the  tribunal,  to  the  ado-’ 
idibment  of  Appius,  leading  bis  weeping  daughter  by  the  hand,  both 
habited  iu  the  deepellr  mourning.  Claudius,  the  accufer,  was  alfo 
there,  and  began  by  making  his  demand:  He  faid,  that  it  was  well 
known  that  the  children  of  Haves  belonged  to  tho  mailers  erf  their  pa¬ 
rents,  and  that  Virginia  was  born  in  llavcry. 

**  He  obferved,  that  pity  might  be  an  inducement  to  many  to  forego 
their  claims,  hut  that  be  would*  facrifice  all  lelTer  conliderations  to 
juHicc,  He  then  produced  a  female  Have,  whom  he  had  corrupted, 
to  fwcar  that  Ihc  had  ibid  Virginia  to  the  wife  of  her  reputed  father/ 
and  he  ended  his  pretenHont,  by  alTerting  that  be  coulil' confirm  her 
tcllimony  by  that  of  many  others,  liad  it  been  needful.  Virginias 
next  fpoke  ia  turaj  he  reprefcfited  that. his  wife  had  raeny  ehildrra; 

that 


that  file  had  been  fecn  pregnant  by  numbers ;  that  tfhehad  mteotions 
of  adopting  a  fuppobtitious  child,  he  would  have  fixed  apon  a  boy 
rather  thai>  a  girl  ;  that  it  was  notorious  to  all,  tbit  . hit  wife  had 
herfelf  fucklcd  her  own  child  ;  and  that  it  was  furprifing  fuch  a  claim 
(hould  be  now  revived,  after  fil'teen  years  difeontinuance.  While 
the  father  fpoke  this  with  a  fiern  air,  Virginia  flood,  trenabliag  by,- 
and,  with  looks  of  peribafive  innocence,  "added  weight  to  all  bis  re*, 
inonft  ranees.  ** 

The  people  feemed  entirely  fatisfied  of  the  hardfhtp  of  his  ctfe, 
till  Appius,  fearing  what  he  faid  might  have  dan gtrous'effe^  Upon 
the  multitude,  interrupted  him,  under  a  pretence  of  being  fufficteotly 
lull  runted  in  the  merits  of  the  cau  e.  Yes,  fays  he,  my  confeiente 
obliges  me  to  declare,  that  i  mylclf  am  a  witnefs  to  the  truth  of  the 
depolition  of  Claudius.  Molt  of  this  afTembly  know  that  I  was  left 
guardian  to  this  youth,  and  I  was  very  early  apprifed  that  he  had  a 
light  to  this  young  v/oman  ;  hnt  the  affairs  of  the  public,  and  the 
dilculnons  of  the  people,  then  prevented  my  doing  him  juflice.  How¬ 
ever,  it  is  not  novv  t»>o  late,  and,  by  the  power  veiled  in  me  for  the 
public  good,  I  adjudge  Virginia  to  be  the  property  of  Claudius  the 
plaintiff.  Go  therefore,  I/u5Iors,  dilperfe  the,  multitude,  and  make 
room  for  a  mailer  to  repoHcls  himlelf  of  his  flave.’*  The  LiAors,  in 
obedience  to  his  commind,  foon  drove  oft' the  throng  that  prefled 
round  the  trilnmal;  and  they  feized  upon  Virginia,  and  were  deliver** 
ing  her  up  into  the  hands  of  Claudius,  when  Virginius,  who  found 
that  all  was  over,  feemed  to  acquielce  in  the  fentence  He  therefore 
mildly  intreated  Appius  to  be  permitted  to  take  a  lad  farewel  of  her, 
whom  lie  bad  long  conlidered  as  his  child,  and  that,  fo  fatisfied,  he 
would  return  to  his  duty  with  frelh  alacrity.  With  this  the  Decem¬ 
vir  complied,  but  upon  condition  that  their  endearments  ftiould  pafj 
in  his  prefence.  Virginius,  with  the  moll  poignant  anguilh,  took  hU 
almoil  expiring  daughler  in  his  arms,  fora  while  fiipported  her  head 
upon  his  breall,  and  wiped  away  the  tears  that  rolled  down  her 
lovely  vil  igc,  and  happening  to  be  near  the  fiiops  that  furrounded  the 
forum,  he  Inatched  up  a  knhe  that  lay  on  the  lhambles,  and  addrelfing 
liis  daughter,  My  dearcll,  loll  child,*’  cried  he,  ‘‘  this,  this  alone 
can  piefei  ve  your  lionour  and  freedom.”  So  faying,  he  buried  the 
v.  eapoii  in  her  hrcafl,  and  then  holding  it  up,  reeking  with  the  blood 
of  his  daughter,  “  .Appius,  lie  cried,  by  this  blood  ot  innocence  I  dc* 

*  vote  thy  head  to  the  internal  Gods.”  Thus  faying, .with  the  bloody 
knife  in  his  hand,  and  threatening  dctlru(5lion  to  whofoever  fhoold 
nppofe  him,  he  ran  through  the  city  wildy,  calling  upon  the  people  to 
jlrik**  for  freeilom,  and  from  thence  went  to  the  camp  io  order  to 
Iprc.'tl  a  limilar  tlame  through  the  army.

ol  his  colleagues,  he  ventured  to  alTcmble  the  feu  ate,  and  urged  the 
puiiifnmcnt  of  all  clcfcrters. 

**  The  lenate,  however,  was  far  from  giving  him  the  relief  he 
fought  for;  they  fortlaw  the  dangers  and  miferies  that  threatened  the 
ilitc,  in  cafe  of  oppofing  the  incenfed  army  ;  they  therefore  difpatch*.
